SEOUL, Korea—UPt—South 


Korean infantrymen fighting 
with bayonets tonight recap- 
tured a vital shell-cratered 
peak overlooking the ancient 
route to Seoul in a brutal bat- 
tle that has ranged since Mon- 
day night. 


A front line officer said the Ko- 


rean troops cut a Chines* battalion 
of 700 men down to ISO hi recap-

The peak — main objective of

Planes; Tension Increases

Two American planes figures today in tension-packed Incidents 


near the fringe of Russian held territories thousands of miles apart. 


The Far East Air Force report 


ed a B29 Superfort disappeared 
shortly after radar picked up an 
unidentified plane approaching it 
from the direction of the Russian- 
held Kuriles. 


The Superfort di«app«ared ott 


Eastern Hokkaido. Japan's north- 
ern most Island which is separated 
by a narrow strait from the Ku- 
riles. 


Sovtete Attack 


Two Soviet jet fighters fired 


several machine-gun bursts across 
the path of a U. 8. Air Force 
lospltal plane in the Berlin air 
corridor. The American shin es- 
caped into the clouds and reached 
Berlin unhit. 


There has been considerable 


friction .on the air fringe of the 
U. S. and Russia in the past few 
years. In April, 1950, the United 
States charged Russian aircraft 
shot down an unarmed American 


patrol plane in the Baltic Sea with 
a loss of 10 crewmen. 


The Berlin incident follows a 


familiar pattern in corridor chron- 
ology. On frequent occasions since, 
the corridor was established over 
Soviet territory to give the Western 
powers access to West Berlin 
there have been ugly incidents. 


Attack Airliner 


Last April 29 two Russian MIG 


fighters, attacked an Air France 
commercial airliner with cannon 
and machine-gun fire. Two Ger- 
man passengers were wounded 
and two crew members were 
nicked by bullets. 


Western military officials esti- 


mate the Russians have several 
thousand fighter planes deployed 
throughout the Soviet zone for 
training purposes. Jet fighters are 
stationed at more than four fields 
surrounding Berlin. At this time of 
year, with good flying weather, 
they ar* •specially activ*.

Member* of th* cruise were alert 


and anxious to visit Dubrovnik. 
Perhaps on* reason was that our 
ship, The Otlofjord, was the first 
American ship to enter this port 
in 12 yean. 


We were obliged to go in by 


tender. The city presented a beau- 
tiful sight as we entered, houses 
built on the site of great hill* and 
almost completely covering them. 
It, ia.oa* of tne-,itto»t ancl«nt,and 
enchanting town* in Europe. En- 
closed by it* Medieval ramparts 
in a flower garden of luxurious 
Mediterranean splendor, along the 
sapphire blue Adriatic sea. It has 
been a free Slav state for a thou- 
sand years. There are countless 
historical sights. Numerous archi- 
tectural monuments, perfectly pre 
served city, walls and forts, librar- 
ies and museums. There were im- 
portant hotels—Ihey looked bolh 
foreign and old. Excursion* to oth- 
er sea-side resorts along the Du- 
brovnik Riviera attracted many. 


A visit to Dubrovnik was not on

sion. When assured that our party 
was jusf friendly American tourists 
paying our respect* to their pic- 
turesque country they relaxed and 
soon they were offering their na- 
tional drink, silvivitch. Oh me, oh 
my, 'tis like liquid fire. It i* said 
to be most powerful. It is made 
from the juice of the prune and is 
more intoxicating than even vod- 
ka. It almost floored-some of our 
officers but not the Slavs who 
took a glass full in one long' gulp.
